The amendment filed 8/8/03 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance 
and will not be entered because: The proposed amendment rdses new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. 

Claims 22 and 23 have just "derivative", which could mean anything. The 
"protected" has been removed. Likewise claim 26 and possibly others. 

R7 and R8 in many claims now has a choice of cycloalkoxy. No such choice is 
provided for in the original claims and specification. 

There may be other problems as well. 

Incidentally, claim 26 has a minor informality in that it is improperly dependent 
on claim 1 AND 24 or 25. Dependency must be in the alternative. This has to be fixed at 
some point. 

The examiner notes that the paper of 8/8/2003 says, "Remarks/Argument begin 
on page 28 of this paper." But Page 28 starts in the middle of a sentence. There is no 
page 27.
